DISCUSSING OREGON IN THE SEN- 
ATE. 


Thurman Preseats the Pemorratic 
View—Shermas Denies That Me 
Aims at the Presidency, ete. 


THE SENATE. 


Wasnineton, Dec. 15.—On motion 
of Mr. THURMAN the biil reported 
from the. committee on judiciary on 
the 12th of July last to amend the acts 
of July 1, 1862, and July 2, 1864, to aid 
in the construction of a railroad from 
the Missouri river to the Pacific ocean, 
was made the special order for the 
third Tuesday of January next. This 
is the bill which provides for the es- 
tablishment ot a sinking fund to liqui- 
date the indebtedness due from the 
Pacific railroad company to the gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. WRIGHT gave notice that he 
would to-morrow introduce a bill to 
provide for the contested election cases 
ut president and vice-president. 

A resolution allowing three dollars 
per day and five certs mileage to the 
congressional witnesses was passed. 
The consideration of Mr. Mitchell’s 
Oregon resolution was resumed. 

Mr. THURMAN opened the discus- 
sion, saying his object was to coutrib- 
ute something to the history of this 
case, and to show that there were two 
sides to it. This was a resolution call- 
ing for an investigation by the commit- 
tee on privileges and elections, and he 
was surprised that the ch irman of the 
committee [Mr. Morton] had prejudged 
the whole case. Mr. Thur nan, iu con- 
clusion, sent to the clerk’s desk and 
had read a lengtny opinion of Judge 
George Hoadley, of Cinci.unati, ae re- 
centiy published in the Cincinnati 
Commercial, sustaining the course of 
Gov. Grover. 
When the clerk read the paragraph 
in regard to an alleged plan to have 
Mr. Sherman, of Ohio, made president 
of the senate for the purpose of count- 
ing the electoral vote, etc., Mr. SHER- 
MAN said that he wished t say that 
this whole story about a conspiracy to 
elect him president of the senate, was 
simply a newspaper roorback, without 
one word of truth whatever. E!aborate 
argument,involving law and precedent, 
tollowed. No action, 
Mr. EDMUNDS, of Vermont, called 
up the message from the house an- 
nuuncing the passage of a resolution 
providing for the appointment of a 
committee to.act with a committee of 
the senate to devise some method of 
counting the electoral vote, and sub- 
mitted a resolution referrirg the mes- 
sage of the house to a select committee 
to be cumposed of seven senators, with 
power to prepare and report without 
unnecessary delay such a measure as 
will secure a proper count of the elec- 
toral vote, and that said committee 
shall have power to confer with the 
committee of the house ot representa- 
tives. Laid over until Monday, und 
ordered to be printed. 
Adjourned until Monday. 

THE HOUSE. 


W asHineton, Dec. 15.—Bills for the 
removal ot the political d‘sabilities of 
William Sharp, Lloyd, J. Beall and F. 
Shepard, of Virginia, was passed. 

A bill making appropriations for ex- 
penses of the investigating committees 
was amended by increasing that for 
the house committees from $21,000 to 
$30,000, and reduces that for the senate 
committees from $50,000 to $30,000. 
The discussion on the bill took a politi- 
cal turn and was carried on, on the 
republican side by Mr. HALE of 
Maine, principally; and on the demo- 
cratic side by Messrs. HOLMAN and 
COX of New York, and SPENCER of 
Louisiana.

A SOUTHERN VIEW. 
AN INTERVIEW WITH BEN HILt, 


OF GEORGIA, ON THE PULIT- 
ICAL SITUATION. 


Feeling ef the Southern Representa- 


ward the Negre—President Grant’s 
Partisan Attitude Deplored. 


A good deal of random gossip has 
been afloat here for some — to 
the sentimeots sald to be entertained 
by the southern co en with 
reference to Governor Hayes and as to 
their liking for him. To ascertain the 
real nature of this feeling Mr. Ben Hill, 
of Georgia, who was foremost in the 
caucus in deprecatiing the presidential 
impeachment proposition and wo has 
been classed among the southern con- 
gressmen said to be almost indifferen 
whether Hayes or ‘lilden is next presi- 
dent so long as the southern. states 
secure a good local government, was 
this evening asked to give a statement 
of his views of the situation and his 
opinion regarding Governor Hayes. 

Mr. Hill, in answer to the first ques- 
tion put to him, said: 

“I regarded General Hayes’ nomina- 
lion from the beginning as a victory 
vver the ultraisms of the republican 
party. It was a deteat, in my judgment, 
of the military element, so much to be 
dreaded in the civil administration ot 
all free governments. It was alsoa de- 
feat of the political, belligerent element 
of the republican party, which seems to 
have no place for statesmanship or pol- 
icy except to foment sectional hates and 
passions. The south, above all things, 
wants an honest administiation of the 
general government, according to the 
constitution. I donot know Governor 
Haves personally, but from the iofor- 
mation I get concerning him I believe 
he is an honest and a fair man. Bein 
a lawyer he is also familiar with civi 
matters, and will naturally have re- 
spect for the cunstitution and civil 
methods. These things being true he 
must necesrarily discontinue the un- 
warrantable interferences in the affairs 
of the south ; he will also naturally de- 
sire the co-operation of the best men in 
the south. this be true his adminis- 
tration will be a great gain and im- 
provement to the southern people. The 
southern people have no desire to re- 
sist the federal government, but they 
do desire to be regarded asa portion of 
this country, and entitled to the admin- 
istration in the south exactly as that 
administration is extended to other 
portions of the country, and if she can 
get this plain, houest administration 
and her best people can be recognized 
by the federal administration as the 
proper representatives of southern in- 
terest and sentiment, the whole coun- 
try will perceive at once that the uitra- 
isms charged upon the south will have 
no foundation in fact.” 

CoRRESPONDENT —Do you anticipate 
that there would be any trouble in the 
anal disposition of this presidential 
question ? 

Mr. Hitt.—There is, in my opinion, 
neither necessity nor excuse for troub- 
le in the settlement of the presidential 
question. If we are as patrioticas the 
men who framed the constitution we 
shall find no difficulty whatever in its 
fair and true interpretation. There 
can be no possible apology for a breach 
of the peace, nor for any physical col- 
lision, much less for a civil war. 
must be permitted to say that the chief 
trouble of the present situation lies in 
the deplorable fact that too many of 
the prominent leaders of both parties 
seem to be exerting all their ingenuity, 
not in discovering the truth about the 
election, but in devising ways to secure 


they are only too willing to secure a 
mere party triumph by any means, 
foul or fair. 1 do wish some means 
could be adopted to make General 
Grant realize that he is the president 
of the whole country and not the pres- 
ident of the republican party. I must 
confess that no feature of the situation 
gives me so much uneasiness as the 
evidences I daily see that General 
Grant seems to think that he is under 
some obligation to use his office to se- 
cure the success of the republican par- 
ty. If my fears in this respect are 
well grourded and General Grant 
should persist in such a partisan ad- 
ministration of the government, then [ 
do fear the most serious consequences 
will result. 
CorRREsPONDENT—In what form or 
shape would these serious consequences 
be likely to come up? 
Mr. HI — Well, if I understand the 
position of the repubiican party they 
will insist that the president of the 
senate alone shall not only count the 
votes as the organ of the two houses, 
but that he should determine all ques- 
tions arising in the count. This pori 
tion is manifestly absurd. He is a 
residing officer; he announces results, 
but he must annouhce them as the 
mouthpiece of the two hou es. Ac- 
cording to the position of the republi- 
cans tliis mouthpiece is not only judge, 
but he isan absolute judge and must 
determine all questions which, from 
their nature, can only be determined 
by the two houses. If he refuses to 
entertain objections and takes upon 
himself, not only to count the vote,but 
to determine also what vote shall be 
counted, he will simply declare Hayes 
elected president. This house may 
deem it its duty to enter a protest 
against such arbitrary adjudication by 
this mere presiding officer, and if the 
house shall honestly conciude that Gov. 
Hayes is not elected p 
to elect Tilden, as they are required to 
do 15 the constitution, I suppose Gene- 
ral Grant, with his idea that he is 
administering the government for the 
success of the republican party only, 
will seek to use the military to inaugu- 
rate Gov, Hayes. Of course no man 
cao foresee the results of such a policy. 
They cannot be otherwise than disas- 
trous to the Whole country. One thing 
is certain, the southern people want 
peace; they know well what war means;

I un- 
derstand that these greetings here to- 
night are not so mucu in honor of my- 
self as on account of the peculiar inter- 
est that is felt in the present condition 
of the country. In the excitement that 
has prevailed before and since the elec- 
tion a of ardent temperaments 
have said and done things that are in- 
discreet; but as the excitement sub- 
sides we begin to return to our better 
wisdom and judgment. I have too 
much faith in the savingcommon sense 
of the American people to think that 
they desire to see in their country a 
Mexicanized government. Whatever 
may be the result at which the 
lawfal aathorities shall arrive, you and 
I will quietiv submit, and I have suffi- 
cient respect and confidence in the 
great majority of the opposite party to 
believe that they will do the same.

“An Address to the People of Indiana : 

“At a meeting of the 
central committee, held this day, it was 
unanimously resolved that a meeting 
of the people of the several counties 
of the state be held at the county seats 
on Saturday, December 23, 1876, for the 

urpose of considering the present con- 

itien of public affairs and of givin 
proper expression to their views, 
tor the further purpose of appoi 
delegates to a state convention to be 
held at the city of Indianapolis Mon- 
day, January 8, 1877. 

calling upon the people to re 

spond to the action of tiie committee, 
it is proper to state the occasion which 
was deemed sufficient to authorize and 
require it. Samuel J. Tilden and Thos. 
A. tlendricks have been elected re- 
spectively to the offices of president 
and vice president of the United 
States. This election hus been in ac- 
cordance with the constitution and 
laws ot our country, and by the ex- 
p will of a majority exceeding 
one quarter of a million of the votes of 
the United States, and this action was 
upon an issue distinctly made before 
the people of economy and reform in 
all the affairs of government. The 
maintenance of the constitution and 
the aws, fair play and honesty,and the 
higher interest of the people unite in 
the demand that they shall’be inaugu- 
rated in pursuance of their election. 
Lhis is known not only to the demo- 
crats, but to the republicans, All citi- 
zens who voted for them demand the 
inauguration as a right, and all who 
voted against them owe it asa duty, 
American bonor requires it.

Ibis was the 
tone of the mind of this dejected mem- 
ber, whose dullness of despair had been 
achieved by long consuitatio.s with 
his dismal-minded associates, So the 
house adjourned early tu-day that the 
democrats might go into secret caucus 
and unbosom themselves to one anoth- 
er. Hardly had the caucus been called 
to order than several complaints were 
made upon the part of members of the 
fact that previous meetings of the cau- 
cus had been so accurately and fully 
teported in the newspapers, The fact 
that the Times had been able to pub- 
fish each day afuliand com yy y- 
nopsis of the caucuses . to be es- 
peciallv annoying to certain western 
d4iatesmen. They said that it was ot no 
ase to hold a caucus in secret if the 
members should afterward go out and 
retail its proceedings to newspaper rep- 
resentatives; s it was agreed to-day, 
after a short consultation, that no 
member present should tell anyt ing 
af the proceedings. After this iin pori- 
ant point was carefully decided, Mr. 
Hunton, of Virginia, the genial and 
implacable pursuer of James G. Blaine, 
presented a resolution for the consid- 
erauon of the caucus. This resolution 
requested the house judiciary commit- 
tee to investigate the power of the 
house, or rather its rights, in the joint 
convention of congress assembled to 
count the electoral votes. He said, in 
support of this resolution, that it was 
quite important that positive ioforma- 
tivn upon this subject should be fur- 
nisheu the house prior to its assuming 
any definite position upon the matter. 
Gen. Terry, of Virginia, wished to 
amend this resolution so as to provide 
that the house judiciary committee 
siould act with the joint committee 
of the senate. This amendment was 
not agreed to. Following the introduc- 
tion of Hunton’s resolution there was 
a general discussion, which embraced 
nearly all of the leading topics of the 
present contest, and in which nearly 
all of the members had something t 
say. There was an utter absence of any 
of the hot-headed speeches of the pre- 
vious session ol the caucus, and Fer- 
nando Wood, especially, woose voice a 
few days ago was for var, was to-day 
piped to tue tuneful lay uf the goddess 
of peace. He said with great emphasis 
that there must be no inflammatory 
speecnes mude during the session. He 
counseled prudence and patience, but 
most important of ail, he said: “ We 
must devise some scheme to de- 
feat the enemy. We must insure 
some means to have a fair count, 
or else the administ:ation party, with 


the army and navy upon its side, will 


surely beat us.” Several members 
about him disputed this, but Fernando 
Wood —. to think that unless 
the house was able to secure its 
riguts in the joint convention asse.n- 
bled to count the electoral vote ali 
hope was gone, and that Hayes wouid 
certainly be inaugurated. He said that 
he believed firmiy that there were 
enough republicans stul leit in the 
house who would stand for the rights 
of the house in this matter, and to se- 
cure its proper rights in this joint con- 
veution. He said that he did not be- 
lieve that all 1 the republicans in the 
house were partisans to such an extent 
that they would stand by and consent 
to see the house shorn of its most im- 
portant priveleges, but few of tue mem- 
bers agreed with this trusting belief of 
Fernando Wood. The discussion that 
took place for two hours by the caucus 
was not entirely upon Hunton s resolu- 
tion. The 224 joiut rule was discussed 
by Mr. Springer and Mr. Randall at 
great length, making points that have 
been previously made by the e geutie- 
men in interviews with representatives 
of the ‘Times. Mr. Kandall's 
most impressive point was that 
no joint rule had ever 
been reenacted, and that from the date 
of the first passage by joint resolutions 
of congress they all had, up to this ses- 
sion, been used as the joint rules of 
congress without any further enact- 
ment. Although there was no expres- 
sion of opinion upon the subject in the 
way of a vote, it was leit by the mem- 
bers present that the house position 
upon this matter should coincide with 
the views advocated by Mr. Springer 
and sir. Randall. So little interest was 
taken in the discussion of caurus,
